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Grand Jury indicts 
Cooksey with 
attempted murder 


County proposes 
$8.2 million budget

The Hancock County 
Grand Jury returned 24 
True Bills in its latest Grand 
Jury report. An attempted 
murder charge against a 
Lewisport woman headed 
the indictments. Other in¬ 
dictments included three 
sex cases, eight drug cases, 
two theft cases, two illegal 
firearms cases and an illegal 
still. 

The Grand Jury report 
also returned five flagrant 
nonsupport cases, not re¬ 
ported on, and some of the 
cases were placed together 
when multiple people were 
involved in the same inci¬ 
dent. 

The case against Marla 
B. Cooksey, age 40, head¬ 
lines the indictments. The 
Hancock County Grand Jury 
indicted Cooksey on a vari¬ 
ety of charges, including at¬ 
tempted murder, in connec¬ 
tion with a shooting in 
Lewisport. The incident hap¬ 
pened on March 19, 2013. 
The Grand Jury indicted 
Cooksey on eight counts of 
attempted murder-police of¬ 
ficer, eight counts of at¬ 
tempted assault in the first 
degree-police officer, wanton 
endangerment in the first de¬ 


gree-police officer, seven 
counts of wanton endanger¬ 
ment in the first degree, dis¬ 
orderly conduct in the sec¬ 
ond degree, criminal mis¬ 
chief in the third degree, two 
counts of criminal mischief 
in the first degree and terror¬ 
istic threatening in the third 
degree. 

The incident happened 
around 11 p.m. on the 
evening in question. Han¬ 
cock County Emergency 
Dispatch received a call from 
an unidentified party con¬ 
cerned that a woman living 
in the apartments on Morton 
Lane might hurt herself. 
Hancock County Sheriffs 
Deputy James Garrison re¬ 
sponded to the call. 

He arrived at the apart¬ 
ment on 1021 Morton Lane, 
and knocked on Cooksey’s 
apartment door. Cooksey 
opened the door, but refused 
to exit the apartment as com¬ 
manded, according to the ar¬ 
rest citation. The citation 
said Cooksey retreated back 
into the apartment, and 
came back with a shotgun. 

Officer Garrison backed 
away from her door, and or¬ 
dered her to put the gun 
down. She declined to do 
that and closed the door to 


the apartment building. 

At that point Garrison 
moved his squad car a dis¬ 
tance away from the apart¬ 
ment, turned it sideways to 
use as a shield and put a spot¬ 
light on the apartment door. 
He then called for assis¬ 
tance. Various law enforce¬ 
ment agencies responded to 
his call for help. 

Shortly thereafter Cook¬ 
sey stepped outside the 
apartment building with a 9- 
mm. She then started firing 
at Garrison, and fired ap¬ 
proximately seven shots at 
him, the citation said. 

Cooksey then went back 
inside the apartment, and a 
standoff ensued. Various law 
enforcement agencies re¬ 
sponded to the scene, includ¬ 
ing the Kentucky State Po¬ 
lice, Lewisport Police Chief 
John Garner, Hancock 
County Sheriff Dale Bozarth 
and Hancock County Jailer 
Roger Estes. 

As the standoff ensued, 
Hancock County Jailer 
Roger Estes phoned Han¬ 
cock County Sheriff Dale 
Bozarth and told him he 
thought law enforcement ar¬ 
rested her boyfriend on a 
DUI charge a few weeks 
prior. He checked through 
records for a phone number, 
and provided it to Sheriff 
Bozarth, who then gave the 
number to Lewisport Police 
Chief John Garner, and Gar¬ 
ner called Cooksey. 

Garner talked to 
Cooksey for around 30 min¬ 
utes, and managed to talk 
her into giving up and com¬ 
ing out of the apartment un¬ 
armed. As part of the nego¬ 
tiations, Garner promised to 
get the woman a mental 
health evaluation.

Hancock County Fiscal 
Court passed on first read¬ 
ing its proposed $8.2 million 
2013-14 fiscal year budget. 
The budget now goes to the 
state for approval, before 
coming back to fiscal court 
for a second reading and fi¬ 
nal passage. Fiscal court ap¬ 
proved the budget Tuesday 
evening. 


“There are no capital 
projects in the budget,” Han¬ 
cock County Judge/Execu¬ 
tive Jack McCaslin said. “It 
is basically a stay alive bud¬ 
get.” 

He said the budget does 
contain funding for the hir¬ 
ing of a full-time IT person 
and a full-time animal control 
person, if the county decides 
to fill those positions. Other¬ 


wise, the budget is almost 
identical to the one passed 
last year. 

The 2012-13 budget to¬ 
taled $8,084,181. This year 
the total amount is 
$8,281,455. 

“We do have a 2-percent 
increase for county employ¬ 
ees in the budget,” McCaslin 
said.

Industries partner to 
fight power rate increase 


HENDERSON, Ky. (AP) Three 
industries in western Kentucky 
have started a drive to lobby 
against a proposal by Big Rivers 
Electric Corp. to raise rates in 
August and again in January. 

The Gleaner reports Kim¬ 
berly-Clark Corp.’s tissue paper 
mill near Owensboro, the 
Domtar paper mill in Hawesville 
and the Aleris aluminum mill at 
Lewisport have formed a coali¬ 
tion called Fair Rates Kentucky. 
The newspaper reports the coa¬ 
lition is asking other customers 
to sign a petition against the in¬ 
creases as well as contact the 
governor’s office and the Public 
Service Commission. 

Big Rivers has requested the 
increases to make up for the loss 
of two aluminum smelters, which 
are the company’s largest cus¬ 
tomers. Century Aluminum is set 
to leave the power system on 
Aug. 20 and Rio Tinto Alcan will 
leave in January. Both smelters 
plan to purchase power on the 
open market. 

“If Big Rivers is allowed to 
pass along these planned rate in¬ 
creases this summer and early 


next year, then Kimberly-Clark’s 
local power cost to operate our 
plant could nearly double,” Mill 
Manager Dan Lachmann said in 
a statement. “Manufacturing is as 
competitive a business right now 
as it has ever been and this is not 
a realistic or sustainable ap¬ 
proach to solving the underlying 
problems at Big Rivers.” 

Big Rivers President and CEO 
Mark Bailey refuted that rates 
would nearly double. “That’s 
clearly overstated ... They’re no¬ 
where near going to double,” he 
said. 

The utility serves about 
112,000 rural customers in 22 
counties in western Kentucky. 
Big Rivers is the wholesale power 
supplier for three distributive co¬ 
ops Kenergy, Jackson Purchase 
Energy Corp. and Meade County 
Rural Electric Cooperative. Cus¬ 
tomers in all three would see an 
increase of about $24 per month 
under the proposed August in¬ 
crease. The amount for January 
has not yet been specified. 

“We are simply asking Big Riv¬ 
ers to do what any other business 
would do when they are faced 


with market challenges—adapt 
without forcing their customers 
to pick up the tab,” said Steve 
Henry, general manager of 
Domtar’s Hawesville facility. “You 
wouldn’t pay for gas that isn’t in 
your car’s tank, nor would you 
pay for food you aren’t going to 
eat, so why should schools, hos¬ 
pitals, churches, businesses, and 
residents pay for power plants we 
aren’t going to use?” 

Bailey said the three indus¬ 
tries behind the new coalition 
don’t understand Big Rivers’ in¬ 
tent. 

“We’ve offered to meet with 
the principals of some of these in¬ 
dustrial bases (to explain Big Riv¬ 
ers’ plans), and they’ve chosen 
not to meet,” he said. 

“None of us want rate in¬ 
creases at all, especially not the 
size we have to have in this case.” 

But he said the percentage in¬ 
crease the company is seeking 
seems large “because our (cur¬ 
rent) rates are so low.” 

“Our industrial rates are 
among the lowest in the state,” 
Bailey said.

me, “What was Hawesville like years ago?” JC had a one 
word answer, “Rough.” —Donn Wimmer 


Can you imagine what Hawesville was 
like in the early 1900s? There were no au¬ 
tomobiles then, the streets were dirt, as 
paving didn’t come along for years later. 
When it rained the roads were probably 
a muddy mess and when there was a dry 
spell the dust was awful. That was back 
in the god ole’ days, but they weren’t so 
good! 

Hawesville had a livery stable where 
the courthouse annex is now located. I 
suppose most towns had a livery stable 
to house horses for locals and a “hotel” 
for people coming to town for an over¬ 
night stay. 

Back in the early 1990s Hawesville was 
“wet,” and had several saloons. One, 
Hayne’s Saloon, was located above the liv¬ 
ery stable, and that leads me to tell of 
the following account of a killing. While 
looking through some old Clarions we 
have stored in the basement of the 
Clarion office, I came across this story. 

James Wash Montgomery was perhaps 
in his day one of the most notorious resi¬ 
dents of Hancock County. This claim to 
fame was best summed up by the editor 
of the Clarion, when he wrote in an early 
1900 edition of the paper: “His love for 
whiskey was second only to his desire for 
trouble, and for each he yearned inces¬ 
santly.” 

Jim Wash, as he was known to every¬ 
one, managed to be in the midst of trouble 
wherever it may be. That he arrived to 
his late 20s was no small accomplishment. 
In 1906 town Marshal Mason reported 
that Jim had been arrested no less than 
30 times. 

In May, 1905, Wash became “involved 
in an altercation with Alf Grimes and both 
men pulled guns and began firing away. 
One ball hit the side of Jim’s head and it 
bounced off as though it had hit a piece 
of steel. This happened in the local saloon 
and a dozen by-standers tried to get out 
of the door all at one time. Wash was soon 
back at the crap game from which he had 
been interrupted with no ill effects.” 

Later in the fall of the same year, Jim 
tried to crash the gate at a church ben¬ 
efit. Tom Grimes, a former Clarion em¬ 
ployee of that day, was the doorkeeper 
and he protested Wash’s entry with a lead 
pipe and a roughhouse swing that laid Jim 
low in the middle of the street. Most folks 
thought he was dead, but the next day he 
was back at the old haunts. 

On still another occasion, Dick Mundy 
filled his hide full of buckshot at a base¬ 
ball game at Petri**, but Jim picked the 
shot out and laughed about it. 

Arthur Gatewood broke a club over 
him, and assumed, as one might, he had 
put Wash out, but he came back for more. 

These are a very few of the events that 
led up to the event on August 6,1906. The 
following is an account of that occasion 
from the Clarion. 

“On that evening Wash was on the 
streets swearing at various people on one 
of his drunks. He went about persons and 
showing his displeasures all, however, at 
a safe distance from Marshal Mason. 

“In a little shed on the rear of the lot 
occupied by Haynes Saloon, Jim Wash, 
Bill Taylor, Louis Williams, Ike Haynes, 


Ed Muffett and Tom Hossey, had con¬ 
gregated. Wash then gave Bill Taylor 10 
cents with which to buy a can of beer. 
Taylor went into the saloon, bought the 
beer and there found John Smith*, 
whom he invited out to help drink it. The 
two proceeded to the place where the 
little bunch was congregated. 

“It appears that about a month ago Jim 
Wash and Smith, who then were en¬ 
gaged in the tobacco factory, had a quar¬ 
rel, and Smith hit Wash in the head with 
a club and this unpleasantness must 
have suddenly entered Jim’s mind for as 
Smith approached he let out an oath at 
him. “You don’t get any of this beer, and 
if you don’t get away I’ll cut your throat.” 

Smith turned and went away around 
the corner of the house where he was 
concealed. He then opened his knife and 
went back to the group of men. When 
he returned he asked Wash if he had 
meant what he said and what he had 
called him. Wash replied that he did. 
Smith then grabbed Jim’s left shoulder 
with his left hand and with his knife in 
his right hand he stabbed him twice- 
one, an unimportant lick high on the 
shoulder and the next lick, and the one 
which resulted fatally, struck the left 
breast about two inches above the heart 
and entered the lung. The knife went 
straight in and appeared to be pulled or 
forced down to such an extent that the 
wound was nearly two inches long. 

Ike Haynes grabbed Smith and 
stopped him and notified Officer Mason. 
When he arrived Smith still had his knife 
in his hand, quietly and willingly surren¬ 
dered saying “here me knife.” Wash re¬ 
mained upon his feet, escaped from the 
yard and ran down the alley nearly a 
block, where he fell head foremost in the 
door of the home of Rye Bruner, his fa¬ 
ther-in-law and where he soon died. 
Haynes followed down the alley rapidly 
and says he gave out no expressions 
except “turn me loose” and “I’m going 
to die.” 

Smith was placed in the jail and was 
charged with murder. 

NOTE: 

Court documents I obtained from the 
Hancock County Archives stated in affi¬ 
davits that Orb Mason and JR Higdon 
were witness to the killing. Documents 
stated that Smith was charged with vol¬ 
untary manslaughter and if found guilty 
should be sentenced to 2 to 21 years in 
the state prison. The jury brought in a 
verdict of Not Guilty. 

“In summing up the life of fabulous 
Wash, the Clarion said: 

“It's a long lane that turneth not, of a 
verity this is true. The pitcher that goes to 
the well once too often need not boast of 
its former journeys. There are those who 
said that, like the fabled feline, Jim’s life 
was not a charmed one and he could not 
be killed, but a little hump of yellow clay 
on the hillside and a memory of Jim’s mi¬ 
raculous escapades remain to tell of a char¬ 
acter so reckless that his death was always 
expected. ”

Powers sworn 
in as new 
county PVA

Hancock County Judge/ 

Executive Jack McCaslin 
conducted the official swear¬ 
ing in ceremony for newly 
appointed Hancock County 
Property Valuation Adminis¬ 
trator Mike Powers. The cer¬ 
emony took place Friday 
morning at approximately 8 
a.m. in the new Hancock 
County Judicial Center. Pow¬ 
ers replaced longtime PVA 
Denny Long, whom retired 
earlier this year. 

“I have been interested in 
this position for years,” Pow¬ 
ers said. 

Powers worked full-time 
at Century Aluminum, but 
also worked on the side in 
the real estate business. He 
obtained his auctioneer’s li¬ 
cense in 1986, his real estate 
license in 1987 and his 
broker’s license in 1997. He 
also held an appraiser’s li¬ 
cense for five years, starting 
in 1997. 

Working in real estate for 
20 years provided Powers 
with the training necessary 
to perform the PVA job, he 
said. In that capacity he of¬ 
ten frequented to PVA office 
conducting necessary re¬ 
search. 
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Audit reveals 
Lewisport’s 
finances sound

Dan Drane, of Drane and 
Company, appeared before 
the Lewisport City Council 
last Thursday evening to dis¬ 
cuss the results of the 2012 
audit of the city’s finances. 
The audit revealed 
Lewisport possesses strong 
finances. 

‘The financial statements 
... present fairly, in all mate¬ 
rial respects, the respective 
financial position of the gov¬ 
ernmental activities, the gov¬ 
ernmental fund and the ag¬ 
gregate remaining fund in¬ 
formation of the city of 
Lewisport,” the audit report 
said. 

When considering all of 
the different funds and ac¬ 
tivities performed by the 
city, it turned an overall 
profit of $51,979. The city 
incurred an overall loss of 
$57,651 on its governmental 
activities, the basic services 
it provides to the citizens of 
Lewisport, but made a profit 
of $109,630 in the gas, water 
and sewer funds. The differ¬ 
ence between governmental 
activities and the utility 
funds provides the overall 
profit figure. 

“I think it is a good audit,” 
Lewisport Mayor Chad Gre¬ 
gory said. “I think it shows 
Lewisport is financially 
sound. I thank the council 


members for their hard 
work and dedication.” 

As usual, the gas system 
fund provides the bulk of the 
revenue for the city. The gas 
system turned an overall 
profit of $261,673, while the 
water system lost $63,298 
and the sewer system lost 
$88,745. Subtracting the loss 
from the water and sewer 
funds from the gas fund de¬ 
rives the $109,630 profit of 
the utilities. 

The gas system did not 
produce as much revenue 
during the 2012 fiscal year as 
projected when the city 
passed the that year’s bud¬ 
get. The city projected re¬ 
ceiving revenues of 
$2,624,900 from the gas sys¬ 
tem, but earned revenues of 
only $2,017,295. Gregory 
blamed the weather for the 
drop in gas system receipts. 

“We’ve had two mild win¬ 
ters where gas sales were 
not that strong,” Gregory 
said. “We will survive.” 

On a positive note, the 
city possesses assets of 
nearly $10 million against a 


debt of just over $300,000. 
Drane said the city pos¬ 
sesses an extremely low 
debt level for the amount of 
assets owned by the city. He 
called the situation an ex¬ 
tremely rare one. 

“Lewisport has next to no 
debt at all,” Drane said. 

Much of the debt is just 
normal operating expenses. 
The rest of the debt comes 
from a few small loans.

The budget also pro¬ 
poses to spend $290,000 on 
county roads. 

In addition, the county 
held a public hearing con¬ 
cerning roads Tuesday 
evening. Julie Vogt appeared 
before fiscal court and asked 
the county to pave Abigail 
Lane and Holly Lane in 
Antionette Estates, located 
off of Adair Road west of 
Hawesville. 

“We have four homes 
there, and one we are about 
to break ground on,” Vogt 
said. 

Judge McCaslin and the 
magistrates agreed the 
roads needed paving, but 
said funding remained the 
issue. The court promised to 
look at the issue and see 
what it could do. 

“We cannot promise you 
anything, but we will put it 
next on the list to be resur¬ 
faced,” McCaslin said.

\Have you ever been hit 
by a wave of jealousy? Upon 
hearing reports of 
someone’s good fortune do 
you think, “Well they just 
shouldn’t have that, they 
don’t deserve it?” Envious 
feelings are common emo¬ 
tions but they have no place 
in the believer’s life. Maybe 
you are envious of a friend, 
neighbor, or coworker. 

Jealousy is a product of 
the flesh. In the Bible, it is 
listed among such sins as 
idolatry, immorality, drunk¬ 
enness, and sorcery. Those 
sins stand against our holy 
God and are described as 
“earthly, natural, and de¬ 
monic” (Galatians 5:17-21, 
James 3:15). We are wise to 
remember that jealousy is a 
land mine which maims or 
destroys our lives. 

It would probably be 
good for us to prayerfully re¬ 
view a list of consequences 
related to jealousy. One is a 
critical spirit that often in¬ 
volves the desire to under¬ 
mine the success of others. 
Individuals comparing and 
measuring their success 


against the accomplish¬ 
ments of others is another 
result. Anger can be an out¬ 
growth of envy too. Jealousy 
also makes a person inse¬ 
cure, feeling that they never 
have enough. An envious 
spirit creates a lack of peace 
in our hearts. 

If jealousy can have such 
a detrimental impact, how 
can we deal with it? The first 
step calls for honesty with 
ourselves and not allowing it 
to fester in the back of your 
mind. We further need to ac¬ 
knowledge that such an atti¬ 
tude is not acceptable to God 
either. Another action would 
be praying for or doing 
something nice for your ri¬ 
val. One other way to over¬ 
come jealousy is to refocus 
on what God is doing in your 
life. 

When you truly delight 
yourself in God and trust 
Him to bless you according 
to His will, you’ll no longer 
feel a need for jealousy in 
your life. A deep sense of 
contentment will replace the 
old sense of envy and dissat¬ 
isfaction.

Despite objections, 
prayer goes off at 
graduation 


STANFORD, Ky. (AP) A stu¬ 
dent-led prayer went on at a 
central Kentucky high 
school graduation, despite 
the opposition of at least six 
students 

Lincoln County High 
School 2013 Class President 
Jonathan Hardwick received 
a standing ovation after he 
prayed for about a minute 
during Friday’s commence¬ 
ment ceremony at the 
school. The Advocate-Mes¬ 
senger reported many audi¬ 
ence members echoed his 
closing of “Amen.” 

Part of the class 
president’s prayer was the 
following, “Thank you for 
helping us get here safely 
today, Lord, and thank you 
for the many blessings you 
have given us.” 

A video of Hardwick’s 
prayer quickly hit social me¬ 
dia websites such as 
YouTube and Topix. 

Six students, including at 
least one atheist, pleaded 
with school officials to stop 
the planned prayer. 

Earlier this month, Princi¬ 
pal Tim Godbey acknowl¬ 
edged that six students 


asked him not to allow stu¬ 
dent-led prayer to be a part 
of the school’s graduation 
ceremony. Godbey, a self- 
professed Christian who 
says he prays for each of his 
students daily, said under 
separation of church and 
state, faculty members have 
never been able to pray pub¬ 
licly on school grounds or 
during school-sponsored 
functions. However, he 
noted that the U.S. Constitu¬ 
tion does not prohibit stu¬ 
dents from doing so as long 
as they are not otherwise 
disruptive. 

Atheist activist Ricky 
Smith attended the gradua¬ 
tion at the request of several 
parents. Smith intends to 
notify the American Civil 
Liberties Union and the 
Freedom From Religion 
Foundation about Lincoln’s 
public prayer, which he feels 
violated the civil rights of stu¬ 
dents who are not Chris¬ 
tians. 

“Every student should feel 
safe at their graduation and 
should not have to worry 
about religious bullying,” 
Smith said.

FRANKFORT, Ky. (AP) The 
planned expansion of 
Kentucky’s Medicaid pro¬ 
gram coupled with a push to 
help the uninsured obtain 
health coverage could exac¬ 
erbate the state’s shortage of 
physicians, according to a 
report released Wednesday. 

Deloitte Consulting, a 
technology firm that’s help¬ 
ing to set up the Kentucky 
Health Benefit Exchange, 
unveiled the report showing 
Kentucky’s 10,475 primary

CADIZ, Ky. (AP) A chilled 
tray of Japanese Magnolias 
sat in the fridge, waiting to 
be placed atop a multiple-tier 
butter cream cake to be de¬ 
livered to a new bride. 

On a different shelf sat 82 
red and white rosebuds that 
weren’t quite the color Verna 
Chlupsa wanted. She said 
the shade the bride picked 
doesn’t exist in the food-col¬ 
oring world. 

Although she wasn’t sat¬ 
isfied with the color, Chlupsa 
was certain about her de¬ 


sign. 

The 74-year-old Cadiz 
woman and her son, Steve 
Chlupsa, 52, stumbled into 
the cake business more than 
15 years ago. 

“Well, it all happened by 
accident,” she said. “It was 
my goal to make every 
flower in the world out of 
gum paste.” 

Chlupsa, an art and home 
economics teacher, was 
making the flowers as an art 
project. But once people saw 
them, they gave her some¬ 
thing to put them on _ cakes. 

“It was just a fun thing to 
do, to make all these sugar 
flowers,” she said. “But we 
never set out to do a busi¬ 


care physicians and special¬ 
ists are far short of the ac¬ 
tual need. 

However, the firm con¬ 
cluded that Kentucky would 
need to find ways to increase 
the number of doctors and 
other medical professionals 
even if it didn’t expand medi¬ 
cal coverage to more than 
600,000 new patients. 

The report said Kentucky 
needs some 3,790 additional 
physicians, including pri¬ 
mary care doctors and spe¬ 
cialists, plus 612 more den¬ 
tists, 5,635 more registered 
nurses, 296 more physician 
assistants and 269 more op¬ 
tometrists to meet current 
demand. 

“With this information, 
we can work with many 
stakeholders to help address 
these long-standing issues,” 
said Gwenda Bond, a 
spokeswoman for the Ken¬ 
tucky Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services. “It is our 
hope that this will serve as a 
starting point for many im¬ 
portant conversations. We 
will be continuing to discuss 
legislative and policy options 
with those stakeholders in 
the coming months.” 

Gov. Steve Beshear an¬ 
nounced earlier this month 
that he will expand the 
state’s Medicaid program to 
cover an additional 300,000 
people, most of them the 
working poor who don’t now 
have insurance coverage. In 
addition, Beshear has or¬ 
dered the creation of the 
health benefit exchange to

help more than 300,000 oth¬ 
ers get insurance coverage. 

Kentucky’s Medicaid pro¬ 
gram already provides medi¬ 
cal coverage to some 800,000 
residents. Under the Afford¬ 
able Care Act, Kentucky had 
the option of expanding cov¬ 
erage to some 308,000 addi¬ 
tional people with incomes 
up to 138 percent of the fed¬ 
eral poverty level. That 


means individuals making 
up to $15,860 a year would 
be eligible as would families 
of four making up to $32,499. 

Washington will pick up 
the entire cost of the expan¬ 
sion for the first three years, 
and 90 percent over the 
longer haul. 

Expanded Medicaid will 
be available starting Jan. 1, 
and uninsured people can 


start signing up this fall. So 
far, 21 states plus Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., have accepted the 
expansion, while 14 states 
have turned it down. An¬ 
other 15 states are still 
weighing options. 

Beshear said a review by 
the University of Louisville 
and the accounting firm 
Price Waterhouse Coopers 


found that expanding Med¬ 
icaid will create nearly 
17,000 jobs in Kentucky and 
have a $15.6 billion positive 
economic impact between 
2014 and 2021. He said the 
review also found that ex¬ 
panding Medicaid would 
have an $800 million positive 
impact on the state budget 
over the same period.

Eventually, Steve, who 
made machines for the auto¬ 
motive business, found him¬ 
self putting in more and 
more time in his mom’s 
kitchen. After his business 
began to decline, he decided 
to join her. 

Now, the mother-son duo 
shares a 1,500-square-foot 
bakery in the basement of 
Verna’s house, specializing 
in wedding and event cakes. 

Most recently, they de¬ 
signed a three-tier cake for 
Chick-fil-A’s grand opening 
in Hopkinsville. 

Steve, who enjoys the 
more difficult sculptures, 
handmade each Chick-fil-A 
cow. He said many people 
thought they were plastic 
cake toppers and he had to 
put a sign beside the cake to 
indicate they were edible. 

Steve has created “top- 
secret” techniques and 
equipment to ice and build 
the cakes. He calls himself 
the “master icer.” 

All of The Cake Artist’s 
cakes are made from home¬ 
made butter cream but can 
be made with fondant if re¬ 
quested. Another cake sat in 
the bakery with a fondant 
drape that flowed down the 
tiers. 

“When you’re working 
with the fondant, you’re 
working against gravity,” he 
said. ‘That was a tough one.” 

Steve said he’s always 
learning. His next feat is the 
DeLorean car from “Back to 
the Future” for a groom’s 
cake. 

Wedding cakes start off 
at $3.40 per serving. The 
least-expensive sheet cake 
starts at $50. Steve said it all 
just depends on the amount 
of detail on the cake. 

“We try to be all inclu¬ 
sive,” he said. “To where 
we’re not nickel and diming. 
A lot places will be extra, 
extra, extra . people think 
we’re high because of the 
level of work we do. We in¬ 
clude as much decorating as 
possible in that price.” 

Many of the cakes take 
days to prepare before both 
the mother and son agree it’s 
good enough to go out the 
door. Steve said their dis¬ 
agreements usually stem 
from them being perfection¬ 
ists.

The program includes the delineation of a 
protection area identifying potential sources of contamination that may 
impact the groundwater, management strategies for the protection area, 
and contingency planning. Following is a summary of the system’s 
susceptibility to contamination, which is a part of the completed Source 
Water Plan (SWAP). The completed Susceptibility Analysis is avail¬ 
able at the Green River Area Development District at the Ky. Division 
of Water.

As 
water travels over the surface of the land or through the ground, it 
dissolves naturally occurring minerals and can pick up substances re¬ 
sulting from the presence of animals or from human activity. Microbial 
contaminants, such as viruses and bacteria, (sewage plants, septic sys¬ 
tems, livestock operations, or wildlife). Inorganic contaminants, such 
as salts and metals, (naturally occurring or from stormwater runoff, 
wastewater discharges, oil and gas production, mining, or farming). 
Pesticides and herbicides, (stormwater runoff, agriculture or residen¬ 
tial uses). Organic Chemical Contaminants, including synthetic and 
volatile organic chemicals, (by-products of industrial processes and 
petroleum production, or from gas stations, stormwater runoff, or sep¬ 
tic systems). Radioactive contaminants, (naturally occurring or from 
oil and gas production or mining activities). In order to ensure the tap 
water is safe to drink, EPA prescribes regulations that limit the amount 
of certain contaminants in water provided by public water systems. 
FDA regulations establish limits for contaminants in bottled water to 
provide the same protection for public health. 


Some people may be more vulnerable to contaminants in drink¬ 
ing water than the general population. Immuno-compromised per¬ 
sons such as persons with cancer undergoing chemotherapy, per¬ 
sons who have undergone organ transplants, people with HIV/AIDS 
or other immune system disorders, some elderly, and infants can 
be particularly at risk from infections. These people should seek 
advice about drinking water from their health care providers.

Tobacco farmers notch 
legislative victory

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) To¬ 
bacco farmers long on the 
defensive notched a victory 
Thursday when the U.S. Sen¬ 
ate fended off efforts to 
eliminate the federal insur¬ 
ance program for the em¬ 
battled crop. 

The vote, coming as the 
Senate crafts a five-year farm 
bill, was seen crucial for 
farmers in Kentucky who 
still gamble with the weather 
and a contracting system to 
plant tobacco. The Blue- 
grass State remains the 
nation’s top producer of 
burley tobacco, an ingredi¬ 
ent in many cigarettes. 

“It was a significant policy 
win for Kentucky farmers 
amid a very anti-tobacco 
Congress,” University of 
Kentucky agricultural 
economist Will Snell said. 

Snell said most tobacco 
farmers depend on crop in¬ 
surance not only for risk pro¬ 
tection, but to assist them in 
obtaining financing for the 
next crop. 

“Without the crop insur¬ 
ance subsidy for tobacco, 


farmers will not take out full- 
cost insurance on tobacco, 
which would ... jeopardize 
future tobacco production,” 
he said. 

The Senate amendment 
proposed ending $33 million 
a year in insurance policies 
for tobacco farmers. It was 
opposed by 52 senators and 
supported by 44. 

Senate Minority Leader 
Mitch McConnell, R-Ky., 
called the amendment’s de¬ 
feat a “big victory” for the 
state’s tobacco growers. 
McConnell personally lob¬ 
bied a number of his col¬ 
leagues in leading the fight 
against the amendment, 
which he denounced as “an¬ 
other assault by Washington 
to go after” jobs in Kentucky. 

Critics say federal contri¬ 
butions to crop insurance 
are too generous. Farm-state 
senators have argued that 
crop insurance for a myriad 
of crops should be main¬ 
tained and even expanded 
because it protects farmers 
when they need it most and 
farmers contribute to the 
program. 

For years, tobacco farm¬ 


ers have been beleaguered 
by smoking bans and high 
excise taxes as U.S. cigarette 
consumption declines. 

Burley production has 
fallen sharply since the 2004 
tobacco buyout, which ush¬ 
ered in a free-market system 
to replace Depression-era 
federal production and price 
controls. Now, burley is 
mostly grown under con¬ 
tracts between farmers and 
tobacco companies. Compa¬ 
nies can reject tobacco that 
doesn’t meet quality specifi¬ 
cations. 

But even as the industry 
shifted to the free market, 
many tobacco farmers still 
receive crop insurance. 

Sen. John McCain, R- 
Ariz., who helped lead the 
push to end the federal insur¬ 
ance program for tobacco, 
had said: “It turns out Joe 
Camel’s nose has been un¬ 
der the tent this whole time 
in terms of crop insurance 
subsidies.”

Wilkerson, 
Adkins indicted 
by Grand Jury 

By Ralph Dickerson 

The Hancock County 
Grand Jury indicted Hawes¬ 
ville residents William E. 
Wilkerson and Amanda M. 
Adkins on a variety of drug 
charges. They face identical 
charges of manufacturing 
methamphetamine-firearm 
enhanced, unlawful posses¬ 
sion of a methamphetamine 
precursor-firearm en¬ 
hanced, possession of drug 
paraphernalia-firearm en¬ 
hanced, theft of services, ar¬ 
son in the third degree and 
criminal mischief in the first 
degree. The Grand Jury ac¬ 
cused the duo of committing 
the offenses on February 14 
of this year. 

At approximately 4:30 
p.m. on the day in question, 
Hancock County Emer¬ 
gency Dispatch received a 
call about a structure fire at 
3617 state Route 1389 (the 
former home of the late I.E. 
Badger, long time art 
teacher in the Hancock 
County School System). 
Units from Hawesville and 
Lewisport arrived on scene. 

The home, an older, 
wooden structure with a 
walkout basement in the 
front, suffered extensive 
damage in the blaze. The 
upstairs of the home suf¬ 
fered almost all the fire dam¬ 
age, while the basement sus¬ 
tained much water damage. 

As firefighters battled the 
blaze, they did not know a 
hidden danger lurked inside 
the home. After the fire, 
Trooper Gaither, assisted by 
the Hancock County 
Sheriffs Department, dis¬ 
covered the remnants of a 
one-pot meth lab inside the 
home. 

Conflicting reports exist 
regarding exactly what hap¬ 
pened. According to Adkins, 
Wilkerson held the one-pot 
at the time of the fire. She 
said it started expanding in¬ 
side the bottle and blew out 
onto her, causing her burns. 

Wilkerson blames 
Adkins for the explosion. He 
said she started to shake the 
one-pot, which caused it to 
explode and catch fire, 
which in turn caused Adkins’ 
burns.
